Memorial services were held on 
Thursday afternoon at Immanuel 
Church of New Jerusalem , the Park 
of which Mrs. Cole was a devoted 
member, the Rev. Gilbert N. Smith 
officiating. 
Burial was a* Ridge­ 
wood cemetery. 
Jennie Snowden was a native of 
Sheffield, England, born March 25, 
1852, the daughter of Isaac and 
Sarah Snowden. She came to Am­ 
ene in 1873. 
Three years later, July 4, 1876, 
the year of the centennial celebra­ 
tion. 
She was married to James 
Pennington Cole at the Cole home­ 
stead at Southfield, N. Y. 
Six children were born to Air. and 
Airs. Cole, five of whom survive 
their parents.

leat, means that the corn never 
touches the tin. And something 
more is done to please the buyer. 
The great corn-canning industry 
u Hoopeston began a half century 
tgo in a very small way. 
First 
only a farmer or two grew the 
corn and it was canned in make­ 
shift plants. For years all of the 
canning equipment was made lo­ 
cally—because there was do place 
to buy it. 
Then about forty-five years ago 
i “down east Yankee,” Welcome 
Sprague by name, came to Hoope­ 
ston jfrom Farnham, N. Y. 
He 
set out, in a small way, to manu­ 
facture canning machinery. Today 
that plant has grown into the 
great Sprague-Sells Corp. 
It makes any kind of canning 
machinery wanted and ships ali 
over the world. 
Special machines 
..re designed for any 
purpose. 
They are made to operate under 
the “continuous” plan. 
Belts and 
chains

cess. 
When a can moves into an oven j 
or heating chamber it keeps going. 
lowly under the heat, and comes 
out cooked. 
The speed of the 
moving parts regulates the time 
under heat.

oranges and lemons, perhaps, for 
no way has 
been found

atisfactorily these citrus fruits.

And another part of the tragedy, 
th at we are beginning to see, is 
th at the w ar is not over. The war 
isn’t “Over over there,” We are 
thinking 
about 
celebrating 
the 
signing of the Armistice. Did you 
ever hear of anyone 
celebrating 
the signing of peace? No, because 
there is no peace. 
We are still in 
a state of armistice. 
We are not 
going to fight right away, but we 
have not taken those steps which 
shall 
insure that 
we may have 
peace. 
W hen the young men had 
fought, as they were told, to make 
the 
world safe 
for 
Democracy, 
laying down their lives for the 
noblest ideals, the old men, who 
made the war and told the lies, 
got together and made a thing 
they called peace, based upon con- j 
tinued hatreds, and suspicions and 
suppressions, 
and 
national 
jeal­ 
ousies, and denying every claim of 
democracy and admitting among 
themselves that the ideals in the 
name of which they had summoned 
the young men to fight, were not 
real, 
and were 
impossible 
in a 
practical world. They did not make 
peace. 
They have been busy ever 
since, in unmaking that document, 
so far was it from the wishes and 
hopes of the 
people whom 
they 
represented.

they have 
admitted Germany into the League

They point 
to the work of the revolutionary 
government for the people as an ­ 
other proof of the same thing, but 
that is not democracy. It is pater­ 
nalism, and it is worse. 
It is

another 
kind—a 
change of masters, who are just 
as 
careful 
of 
protecting 
their 
powers inviolate as were those of 
the czar istle rule. 
Cavour was the 
greatest statesm an of the last half 
of the nineteenth century. 
In his 
heart was conceived, and in his ef­ 
forts were consumated, the unifi­ 
cation of Italy, freeing the Italian 
people from the despotism of the 
papacy. 
If he could return to 
earth today. 
I am sure he would 
not believe his senses as he would 
see the way in wTiieh his compa­ 
triots have given up their rights 
to a despot who has nothing to 
offer them in return save economic 
advantage.
